A  S  custodian  of  the  fullness  of  the  Gospel,  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-Day  Saints  has  a  sacred  responsibility  to  take  the  message  of 
Truth  to  the  people  of  the  world.  Prior  to  His  ascension  to  heaven,  the  Lord 
commissioned  His  disciples,  "Go  ye  in  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to 
every  creature."  In  this  dispensation  He  has  declared.  "Send  forth  the  elders 
of  my  Church  unto  the  nations  which  are  afar  off;  And  behold  this  shall  be 
their  cry,  and  the  voice  of  the  Lord  unto  all  people:  Go  ye  forth  unto  the  land 
of  Zion,  that  the  borders  of  my  people  may  be  enlarged,  and  that  her  st  . 
may  be  strengthened,  and  that  Zion  mav  go  forth  unto  the  regions  round  about." 
D.  &  C.  133:8-9. 

Extensive  missionary  work  is  one  of  the  distinguishing  features  of  the 
Church  in  modern  times  even  as  it  was  in  the  Apostalic  period. 

Each  of  the  45  Missions  of  the  Church  is  presided  over  by  a  Mission 
President,  called  by  the  First  Presidency  and  appointed  by  them  to  serve  as 
their  direct  representative  in  governing  the  affairs  of  the  Church  in  a  particular 
Mission.  He  has  full  charge  and  oversight  of  the  Mission  and  directs  its  affairs 
under  the  direction  of  the  First  Presidency.  A  Mission  President  serves  with 
two  counsellors  who  are  chosen  by  him  and  approved  by  the  First  Presidency. 
Usually  one  counselor  is  a  local  member  and  the  other  one  is  chosen  from 
among  the  missionaries.  The  Mission  President  is  assisted  by  the  regularly 
appointed  missionaries,  who,  in  the  discharge  of  their  callings,  represent  the 
Mission  President  and  act  for  him.         . 

It  is  the  duty  and  responsibility  of  the  Mission  President  to  make  changes 
and  appointments  of  officers  from  time  to  time  as  his  judgement  deems 
advisable  for  the  welfare  of  the  work  and  the  people  he  has  been  appointed  to 
preside  over.  When  Missions  are  completely  organized  and  able  to  carry  on  the 
full  programme  of  the  Church  under  the  direction  of  local  officers,  they  may. 
if  directed  by  the  First  Presidency,  be  organized  as  Stakes  of  Zion. 

Apart  from  the  General  Authorities  of  the  Church  there  are  General 
Officers  including  General  Auxiliary  Officers.  Church  Historian.  Church  Board 
of  Education.  Church  Welfare  Committee.  Seminary  Supervisors,  etc.  These 
General  Church  Officers  meet  together  regularly  in  Board  meetings  to  determine 
various  matters  and  policies  under  direction  and  instructions  received  Lorn  the 
General  Authorities.  Church  General  Officers  are  called  to  their  positions  bv 
direct  appointment  of  the  First  Presidency  or  other  General  Authorities  and  arc 
appointed  as  experts  in  their  fields  to  relieve  the  General  Authorities  of  some  of 
their  multifarious  responsibilities.  The  number  of  Church  General  Officers 
varies  from  time  to  time. 

At  the  beginning  of  1949  a  Mission  Council  was  organized  in  the  South 
African  Mission  and  since  then  has  met  monthly  to  consider  manv  problems 
pertaining  to  Mission.  District  and  Branch  affairs  relating  to  Mission  members 
The  Council  is  comprised  of:  The  Mission  Presidency.  Mission  Relief  Society 
President.  Mission  Secretary.  Mission  Historian,  Mission  Supervisor  of  Mutual* 
and  Sunday  Schools,  Mission  Recorder,  Mission  Genealogical  Supervisor  and 
Mission  Primary  Supervisor.  In  September  the  Mission  Presidency  considered 
and  determined  to  enlarge  the  Council  so  that  it  would  include  two  mo-e  local 
members  who  could  meet  with  and  counsel  with  the  group.  It  was  decided  to 
call  a  District  President  and  a  Branch  President  to  the  Council.  In  line  with 
this  decision  AlvinF  Park.  President  of  the  Cape  District,  and  Nicholas  Goosen. 
MteionnCouncfte  Branch,  were  called  to  serve   as   members   of  the         2 
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AROUND    TH 
TRANSLATION  of  the  Gospel 

into  foreign  languages  has 
reached  a  new  high  with  a  group 
of  translators,  working  under  the 
direction  of  the  Church  Radio, 
Publicity,  and  Mission  Literature 
Committee  going  ahead  at  the 
rate  of  10,000  translated  words  a 
year.  Translators  are  nine  full- 
time  language  experts  and  15 
volunteer  linguists,  using  for 
their  motto  the  37th  verse  of  the 
133  section  of  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  where  it  states,  "And 
this  Gospel  shall  be  preached 
unto  every  nation,  kindred  and 
tongue  and  people." 

A  major  assignment  has  been 
the  revision  of  the  translation 
of  the  standard  works  of  the 
church  into  French,  German, 
Danish,  Dutch,  Norwegian, 
Swedish  and  Spanish.  It  is  al- 
most completed  now. 

Besides  the  revision  of  the 
standard  works,  the  linguists 
translate  into  other  tongues 
countless  priesthood  and  auxiliary 
lesson  manuals,  Church  magazine 
articles,  sermons,  and  books  on 
doctrine  and  history. 

The  volunteer  translators  rep- 
resent a  wide  range  of  vocations; 
banking,  contracting,  teaching 
and  many  others.  The  full-time 
translators  also  come  from  every 
walk  of  life.  These  men  also 
decipher  letters  to  the  First 
Presidency  from  Saints  living  in 
foreign  lands. 

SOLDIERS     IN     KOREA     are 

holding  services  at  the  front 
under  the  direction  of  Corporal 
Max  D.  Baxter  of  Fillmore,  Utah. 

Starting  with  a  humble  group 
of  three  members  there  are  now 
14  young  men  who  enjoy  meet- 
ing with  those  of  their  own 
views  and  partaking  of  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  thousands  of 
miles  away  from  their  families 
and  loved  ones. 

Religious  services,  like  most  in 
battle  zones,  are  held  wherever 
space  and  conditions  allow. 
Sometimes  it  is  in  a  ric?  paddy, 
while  other  times  they  meet  in 
a  vacant  mess  hall  tent. 

Corporal  Baxter,  possessing  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  Mormon 
doctrines,  was  selected  chaplain 
and  has  been  its  leader  since 
the  opening  gathering. 

MISSIONS  throughout  the 
Church  will  soon  be  receiving

Quorums  of  Seventy  of  the 
Cnurch.  A  call  for  1,000  mem- 
bers of  these  quorums  has  been 
sent  to  all  Stake  Presidents  from 
the  First  Presidency  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  month. 

Many  of  the  missions  through- 
out the  Church  have  had  to 
close  down  Branches,  suffer  the 
loss  of  good  contacts,  and  in 
general  have  their  missionary 
work  hampered  by  the  lack  of 
new  elders  due  to  the  conscrip- 
tion of  young  men  in  America 
for   the   war  effort. 

Each  of  the  345  Quorums  of 
Seventy  in  the  Church  were 
called  upon  to  furnish  three  or 
more  members  of  their  quorums 
for  full-time  missionary  work.  It 
was  pointed  out  by  the  First 
Presidency  that  missionary  work 
is  the  special  calling  and  respon- 
sibility of  the  Seventies  and  that 
now  is  the  time  when  these 
good  men  may  rise  to  meet  a 
great  emergency. 

ELDER  LLOYD  BRADSHAW 
surprised  us  by  getting  his  pic- 
ture on  the  front  of  the  Church 
Section  last  week  for  his  par- 
ticipation in  helping  the  Wells- 
ville  First  Ward  win  the  All- 
Church  Softball  Tournament. 
Elder  Bradshaw  was  released  in 
July  of  this  year  and  just  made 
it  home  in  time  to  join  in  the 
tournament. 

The  smooth,  well-balanced 
Wellsville  team,  every  player  ex- 
cept one  a  holder  of  the  Mel- 
chizedek  Priesthood,  won  the 
Championship  by  beating  the 
Second  Ward  from  St.  Ceorge. 
Victory  in  the  meet  meant  su- 
premacy over  more  than  500 
teams  and  6000  players  in  the 
world"s  biggest  league  which 
stretches  from  Canada  to  New 
Mexico. 

Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  spoke  to 
all  of  the  players  and  managers 
in  a  large  banquet  at  the  Hotel 
Utah  following  the  final  game 
telling  them  that  they  were  heirs 
of  a  long  interest  in  athletics 
among  Church  leaders  dating 
back  to  Joseph  Smith.  "Ath- 
letics in  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints  have 
a  purpose  far  deeper  than  mere 
enjoyment,"  he  counseled.  "  We 
hope  to  build  real  men  and 
women,  who  know  how  to  live, 
to  build  happy  homes  and  clean 
communities;  men  who  will  save 
this  nation,  if  it  is  to  be  saved." 
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rpHE  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  unhesitat- 
ingly and  uncompromisingly,  and  with 
a  profound  sense  of  humility  and  responsi- 
bility, proclaims  to  a  sceptical  world  that 
it  is  the  mouthpiece  of  God  in  this  age, 
through  a  divinely  appointed  Prophet, 
Seer  and  Revelator.  the  President  of  the 
Church,  and  a  body  of  men  called  the 
Quorum  of  Twelve  Apostles,  who  are  also 
considered  as  Prophets,  Seers  and  Revela- 
tors  in  their  own  sphere.  Further,  the 
Church  teaches  positively  and  clearly  that 
God's  Church  is  identified  by  the  doctrine 
of  Seership,  and  the  same  organisation 
that  was  such  a  distinguishing  feature  of 
the  Church  organized  by  Christ  in  the 
meridian  of  time. 

Needless  to  say,  our  claims  have  aroused, 
and  will  no  doubt  continue  to  arouse 
antagonism.  We  are  ridiculed.  We  are 
i  ccused  of  a  pretentious  aping  of  a  system 
peculiar  to  the  Primitive  Church.  Our 
doctrine  regarding  the  principle  of  seer- 
ship as  embodied  in  our  concept  of 
Prophets  and  Apostles  is  openly  derided. 
Our  claims  to  the  Priesthood  are  regarded 
as  blasphemous.  We  are  contemptuously 
dismissed  as  an  eccentric  organization,  as 
just  "another  freak  religion."  Thus  the 
criticism  of  uninformed  and  superficial 
observers.  The  more  thoughtful  critics, 
while  not  disparaging  our  concepts,  never- 
theless consider  our  church  mechanism  as 


unnecessarily  complicated,  and  much  of  it 
superfluous.  Some  regard  us  as  immature 
and  adolescent  religionists! 

The  earnest  student,  however,  is  usually 
attracted  by  our  insistence  of  the  need  for 
Apostles  and  Prophets,  and  that  the  true 
church  must  conform  to  the  pattern  laid 
down  by  Christ,  the  Head  of  the  Church. 
He  discovers  that  Christ  organized  His 
Church  nearly  two  thousand  years  ago; 
that  his  chief  witnesses  were  the  Twelve 
Apostles;  that  there  was  a  "falling  away" 
from  the  true  church  through  the  corrup- 
tion of  the  pure  doctrines  of  Christ,  and 
unauthorized  modifications  and  changes  in 
the  ordinances.  The  inevitable  result  was 
the  loss  of  the  Priesthood.  The  honest 
searcher  after  truth  is  literally  compelled 
to  seriously  consider  our  claims.  He  finds 
a  living  Prophet,  who  has  no  difficulty  in 
tracing  his  authority  back  to  Christ.  He 
finds  the  same  organisation  that  Christ 
originally  instituted.  He  finds  the  mani- 
festations of  a  seemingly  inexplicable 
power  in  the  varied  activities  of  the 
Church. 

We  cannot  understand  the  reluctance  on 
the  part  of  many  Christian  people  to 
accept  the  doctrine  of  Seership.  Some 
agree  that  there  were  Prophets,  and  that 
they  were  the  oracles  of  God.  But  a 
Prophet  living  today!  Apparently  these 
good   people   prefer   their   Prophets   dead.

What,  after  all,  is  a  Prophet?  Shorn  of 
all  its  superstitious  and  traditional  associa- 
tions it  means  a  man  who  is  an  authorita- 
tive teacher  of  God's  will,  commissioned 
to  say  "Thus  Saith  The  Lord."  The  Scrip- 
tures clearly  reveal  that  when  God  spoke 
of  the  Order  of  Prophets,  he  promised  to 
raise  them  up  from  among  the  Chosen 
People,  qualify  them  by  putting  His  words 
into  their  mouths,  enable  them  to  speak 
all  that  He  commanded  them,  and  main- 
tain the  authority  of  His  word  which  they 
should  speak.  There  is  nothing  mysterious 
about  the  prophetic  calling.  We  claim  that 
our  Prophets,  from  the  day  of  Joseph 
Smith,  have  fulfilled  all  of  these  require- 
ments. The  functions,  duties,  and  authority 
of  the  Prophet  and  the  Quorum  of  the 
Twelve  are  given  in  gratifying  detail  in 
modern  Scripture,  and  further  clarified  by 
Prophets  and  Apostles  in  this  dispensation. 
The  acid  test  of  Seership  is  the  effective- 
ness or  otherwise  of  the  counsel  given  by 
those  who  act  in  this  calling.  It  is  a  singu- 
lar fact  that  whenever  we  have  heeded 
our  Prophets  we  have  triumphed  over 
adversity,  overcome  our  difficulties,  and 
adjusted  ourselves  in  a  wonderful  way  to 
the  inevitable  demands  of  an  everchang- 
ing  and  complex  social  and  economic  sys- 
tem. We  are  conscious  of  a  feeling  of 
security,  of  permanence  in  our  relation- 
ships which  extends  far  beyond  the  limita- 
tions imposed  by  our  earthly  existence 
— into  the  eternities  in  fact.  This  feeling 
finds  tangible  expression  in  the  exercise  of 
"great  faith  and  mighty  words,"  both  tem- 
poral and  spiritual.  The  much-maligned 
Mormon  people  are,  generally  speaking, 
living  examples  of  obedience  to  the  re- 
vealed of  a  God  who,  through  His  duly 
appointed    representatives,    is    seeking    to 


encourage  frail  man  to  become  "even  like 
unto  His  Father  in  Heaven." 

A  perplexed  and  bewildered  world  is 
seeking  for  salvation.  It  is  searching  and 
groping  aimlessly  after  something  but 
dimly  felt.  False  prophets  arise  in  every 
sphere  and  claim  a  temporary  allegiance, 
but  Time,  inexorable  Time,  makes  of  them 
charlatans  or  mistaken  visionaries.  The 
world  is  experimenting  with  new 
ideologies  and  is  paying  the  price  in  dis- 
illusionment, confusion,  suffering,  and  in 
increased  fear  and  uncertainty.  To  this 
world  in  travail  comes  the  challenging 
message  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints:  "The  only  True  God  has 
His  Prophets,  Seers  and  Revelators  as  em- 
bodied in  the  President  of  the  Church  and 
the  Twelve  Apostles  upon  the  earth  in  this 
day.  Through  them  comes  the  authorita- 
tive, authentic  "Word  Of  God."  As  never 
before  in  history,  a  distracted  world  has 
need  of  "special  witnesses  of  Christ,"  of 
His  saving  power,  of  prophetic  leadership 
and  counsel,  of  the  final  and  irrevocable 
"THUS  SAITH  THE  LORD." 

To  believer  and  sceptic  alike  comes  this 
striking  and  significant  warning  from 
Jesus  the  Christ  in  the  Latter  Days:  "What 
I  the  Lord  have  spoken,  I  have  spoken  and 
excuse  not  myself;  and  though  the  heavens 
and  the  earth  pass  away.  My  word  shall 
not  pass  away,  but  shall  all  be  fulfilled, 
whether  by  mine  own  voice  or  by  the  voice 
of  my  servants,  it  is  the  same."  (Doctrine 
and  Covenants  Section  1,  Verse  38). 

A  wise  and  loving  God  has.  in  His  infinite 
vvvisdom,  given  mankind  the  key  that  un- 
locks a  faith  that  removes  all  doubts  and 
fears,  the  miraculous  faith  that  is  today 
inspiring  and  building  the  Kingdom  of 
God  on  earth. 
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The  home,  which  is  composed  of  mother, 
father  and  children  is  the  basic  unit  of  all 
society.  The  conditions  that  prevail  there 
and  the  impressions  that  are  made  upon 
the  members  of  the  family  there  are  car- 
ried forth  by  them  into  society.  The  ulti- 
mate end  then  of  our  church  circle  is  con- 
ditioned upon  the  principles  that  are 
characterised  by  our  families;  for  the 
church  is  merely  the  sum  of  such  units. 

This  places  the  home  in  a  very  promi- 
nent position.  As  the  homes  are,  such  is  the 
church  for  their  ideas  and  habits  become 
those  of  the  church.  If  love,  truth  and 
virtue  are  found  within  the  home  and  righ- 
teousness prevails,  then  ultimately  the 
church  will  be  in  a  state  of  righteousness. 
If  we  are  quarreling  and  bickering  in  our 
homes  it  will  be  likewise  within  the 
church. 

Where  then  does  the  responsibility  lie? 
We  may  rightly  say  that  by  placing  before 
our  children  the  principles  of  the  gospel 
and  teaching  them  by  example,  we  have 
done  much.  Work  with  them,  play  with 
them  and  above  all  pray  with  them.  It  is 
in  the  home  that  the  foundations  for  righ- 
teous living  may  or  may  not  be  estab- 
lished. And  indeed  if  we  have  no  founda- 
tion the  advance  structure  cannot  be 
moulded.  But  if  the  stones  of  truth  are 
firmly  placed  we  need  ne\er  fear  for  the 
faith  of  the  future  generations  of  our 
church.  The  gospel  structure  within  their 
souls  will  never  cease  to  grow,  but  will 
tower  throughout  all  eternities. 


The  family  as  any  other  justly  organized 
unit  must  have  a  presiding  authority  to 
direct  it's  affairs.  In  this  case  the  father 
is  the  authorized  head  or  Patriarch  of  this 
divine  unit.  The  first  man,  Adam,  is  sus- 
tained as  a  Patriarch,  or  guiding  authority, 
over  his  multitude  of  children.  This 
Patriarchal  authority  is  looked  upon  by 
God  as  a  matter  of  first  importance  and 
should  be  dealt  with  today  with  utmost 
concern. 

There  is  no  higher  authority  related  to 
matters  pertaining  to  a  family  in  Zion 
than  that  vested  in  a  father,  especially  if 
he  holds  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood.  This 
authority  has  been  honoured  throughout 
all  dispensations  and  holy  men  of  God 
have  respected  and  often  times  emphasised 
this  holy  calling.  The  Patriarchial  order  is 
of  divine  origin  and  thus  will  continue 
throughout  eternity.  Then  there  is  reason 
enough  why  men,  women  and  children 
should  understand  this  holy  order  that  is 
placed  upon  the  heads  of  the  households, 
of  the  people  of  God.  and  endeavour  to 
make  it  what  God  intended:  a  qualifica- 
tion and  preparation  for  our  highest  exal- 
tation. In  our  homes  this  authority  is 
always  vested  in  the  father  and  there  is  no 
other  authority  more  paramount. 

In  our  study  and  discussion  of  this  sub- 
ject we  must  remember  that  the  Priest- 
hood of  God  is  for  the  blessings  of  the 
whole  family  and  not  for  one  particular 
sex.  Although  the  sons  of  God  received 
(Continued  on  page  151) 
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His  delegated  power  and  leadership  on 
earth,  men  and  women  alike  may  share 
the  joys  and  blessings  from  it. 

"If  you  ever  secure  a  union  in  any 
family  in  Zion,  if  you  ever  secure  that 
heavenly  union  which  is  necessary  to  exist 
there,  you  have  got  to  bind  that  family 
together  in  one,  and  there  has  got  to  be  the 
spirit  of  the  Lord  in  the  head  of  that 
family  and  he  should  possess  that  light 
and  that  intelligence,  which,  if  carried  out 
in  the  daily  life  and  conduct  of  those  indi- 
viduals, will  prove  the  salvation  of  that 
family,  for  he  holds  their  salvation  in  his 
hands."  * 

Every  family  unit  is  a  kingdom,  a  gov- 
ernment within  itself  and  the  head  of  that 
family  is  the  king  or  governor.  This  con- 
stitutes the  office  of  a  Patriarch  in  a  family. 
In  the  stakes  of  Zion  there  is  one  Patriarch 
assigned  to  each  stake.  "Is  is  the 
function  of  this  office  in  the  priesthood  to 
pronounce  blessings  upon  the  heads-  of  the 
people,  and  more  especially  to  bless  those 
who  are  fatherless.  To  them  is  given  the 
power  by  inspiration  of  the  Lord  to  desig- 
nate the  lineage  of  the  Saints,  and  in  their 
blessings    point    out    the    possibilities    to 


which  they  can  attain  through  their  faith- 
fulness." 2  "That  whoever  he  blesses  shall 
be  blessed,  and  whoever  he  curses  shall  be 
cursed;  that  whatsoever  he  shall  bind  on 
earth  shall  be  bound  in  heaven;  and  what- 
soever he  shall  loose  on  earth  shall  be 
loosed  in  heaven."  3 

These  honourable  men  of  God  are 
appointed  in  the  several  stakes  through- 
out the  church  and  are  ordained  for  the 
benefit  and  prosperity  of  the  Saints  of 
Zion.

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In  making  the  appointments  to  serve  in  this  capacity  the  Mission  President 
wanted  to  make  the  Council  as  representative  as  possible,  but  it  was  necessary 
to  choose  people  living  nearby  so  they  could  attend  regular  monthly  meetings. 
Although  Mission  Headquarters  are  situated  within  the  Mowbray  Branch  only 
two  of  the  local  members  of  the  Council  are  members  of  that  Branch.  In  future 
names  of  the  members  of  the  Mission  Council  will  be  presented  at  District 
Conference  for  the  sustaining  vote  of  the  membership  of  the  Mission. 

The  Mission  Council  is  taking  a  more  prominent  part  in  the  government  of 
the  Mission  as  time  passes  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  members  of  the  Mission  will 
respect  these  officers  in  their  positions  and  will  sustain  and  co-operate  with 
them  in  all  matters  including  correspondence  and  directives.  All  of  them  are 
faithful  Latter-Day  Saints  who  are  happy  to  give  of  their  time  and  talents  to 
the  upbuilding  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  this  beautiful  land  of  Sunny  South 
Africa.  We  pray  that  all  will  honour  and  uphold  these  Councilors  that  we  may 
all  work  together  diligently  and  harmoniously  that  the  South  African  Mission 
may  go  forward  and  be  strengthened  so  as  to  accomplish  our  great  Latter-Day 
Work, 
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Today  we  as  Latter-day  Saints  must 
acquaint  ourselves  with  our  General 
Authorities  and  realize  the  powers,  duties, 
and  obligations  that  rest  down  upon  them. 
The  men  called  to  the  High  Councils  of  the 
Church  are  men  who  were  chosen  to  fill 
these  honoured  positions  in  the  Grand 
Council  in  Heaven  before  this  earth  was 
formed.  They  are  indeed  the  Lord's  noble 
sons  and  the  elect  of  Heaven. 

On  April  the  fourth  of  this  year,  just 
preceding  the  April  Conference  of  the 
Church,  the  President,  Prophet,  Seer  and 
Revelator  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-Day  Saints,  passed  on.  Upon  the  pass- 
ing of  President  George  Albert  Smith  it 
automatically  dissolved  the  First  Presi- 
dency of  the  Church.  The  government  of 
the  Church  now  rested  in  the  hands  of  the 
Quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles,  and  it 
was  now  their  responsibility  to  fill  the 
vacancy  which  had  been  created. 

So  the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  met  to- 
gether and  with  the  inspiration  and 
revelation  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
chose  David  Oman  McKay  as  the  ninth 
president  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-Day  Saints.  Then  according  to 
the  Government  of  the  Church,  President 
McKay  was  allowed  to  select  his  two  coun- 
selors. He  chose  as  his  first  counselor 
Stephen  L.  Richards  and  as  his  second 
counselor,  J.  Reuben  Clark  Jr. 

Many  in  the  Church  will  notice  that  J. 
Reuben  Clark  is  now  second  counselor 
whereas  under  President  Smith  he  was 
first  counselor.  President  McKay  ex- 
plained that  he  chose  his  counsellors  on 
the  order  that  he  did  because  of  their 
seniority  in  the  council  of  the  Twelve,  not 
as  a  necessity  but  because  he  felt  it  would 
be  an  advantage. 

President  McKay  is  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Utah  and  has  enjoyed  an 
outstanding  career  in  the  field  of  education 
in  the  State  of  Utah.  His  greatest  service 
to  his  fellow  men  has  been  in  the  Church, 
for  he  has  given  long  and  distinguished 
service. 

President  Richards  has  won  renown  as  a 
business  and  a  civic  leader,  and  before 
being  appointed  to  the  Quorum  of  the 
Twelve  Apostles  in  1917,  was  prominent  in 
his  chosen  legal  profession.  Since  his 
appointment  to  the  Twelve  he  has  devoted 
his  full  time  to  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

President  Clark  enjoyed  a  fine  career  in 
the  diplomatic  service  of  the  United  States 
before  he  was  called  to  the  work  of  the 


Lord  full  time.  He  had  attained  recognil 
tion  both  at  home  and  abroad  as  one  ol 
the  world's  top  authorities  on  international 
relationships  and  law. 

On  the  ninth  of  April  nineteen  huiirecl 
and  fifty-one  before  the  solemn  assembljl 
of    the    priesthood    and    Church   menberf 
David  O.  McKay  was  sustained  as  Presil 
dent  of  the  High  Priesthood  to  preside  ovej 
the  whole  Church  and  be  like  unto  Mosej 
..."  Behold  here  is  wisdom;  yea,  to  be 
Seer,  a  Revelator,  a  Translator,  a  Prophet! 
having   all  the  gifts    of    God    which    Hi 
bestows  upon  the  head  of  the  Church"  1 
And  also  his  two  counsellors    were    susl 
tained  at  the  same  time, 
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•B)i  Elder  Tharin  J.  Bigler 

it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  coun- 
selor of  the  President  need  not  be  a 
member  of  the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve,  but 
any  High  Priest  of  the  Church  can  be 
chosen.  "The  First  Presidency  hold  by 
virtue  of  the  rights  as  President  of  the 
Church,  all  the  keys  and  all  the  authority 
that  pertains  to  the  Melchizedek  Priest- 
hood, and  all  the  offices  in  the  Priesthood, 
the  lesser  Priesthood,  and  all  the  offices  in 
the  Priesthood  from  first  to  last,  and  from 
the  least  to  the  greatest,"2 

These  three  men  of  God  form  the 
Qi  orum  of  the  First  Presidency,  it  is  they 
who  supervise  the  work  of  the  whole 
Church,  in  all  matters  of  policy,  organiza- 


tion and  administration.     No  part  of  the 
Church  is  beyond  their  authority.3 

When  one  thinks  of  the  powers  and 
duties  which  fall  upon  these  men,  one  is 
also  led  to  think  how  well  these  men  must 
fill  the  qualifications  for  the  ministry 
which  are  set  forth  in  the  fourth  section 
of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  having 
faith,  hope  and  charity  and  love  with  an 
eye  single  to  the  glory  of  God.  These  men 
are  indeed  spiritual  and  intellectual  giants 
raised  up  this  day  to  guide  you  and  I  that 
we  stumble  not  and  that  we  might  endure 
to  the  end.  We  must  raise  our  voices  and 
give  thanks  to  our  Lord  for  such  capable 
men,  for  I  believe  the  Lord  has  guided 
these  men's  lives  to  prepare  them  for  this 
great  work  here  in  the  last  dispensation. 

The  duties  which  fall  upon  these  men  as 
the  great  ambassadors  of  the  Lord  in  this 
day  are:  to  officiate  in  all  the  offices  in  the 
Church,  to  hold  the  keys  of  the  spiritual 
blessings  of  the  Church,  to  receive  the 
mysteries  of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  to 
have  the  Heavens  opened  unto  them,  to 
commune  with  the  Church  of  the  First 
Born  and  to  enjoy  the  communion  and 
presence  of  God  the  Father  and  Jesus  the 
mediator  of  the  new  covenant;  to  preside 
over  the  Priesthood  of  the  Church,  to 
handle  the  most  important  business  of  the 
Church  and  the  most  difficult  cases  of  the 
Church,  inasmuch  as  there  is  not  satisfac- 
tion upon  the  decision  of  the  Bishop  or 
the  judges;  to  preside  over  the  whole 
Church."* 

The  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  also 
hold  all  the  keys  of  the  Priesthood,  but 
cannot  exercise  this  authority  which  is 
vested  in  the  Presidency,  because  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day 
Sa-ints  is  a  house  of  order  and  there  can- 
not be  two  authorities  in  the  Church  with 
equal  jurisdiction. 

We  have  great  men  at  the  helm  of  this 
Church  and  it  is  our  duty  to  sustain  these 
men  with  our  faith  and  prayers.  If  we 
have  a  real  testimony  of  the  Gospel  we 
will  always  heed  their  word  and  never 
question  the  council  they  give  and  thus 
go  on  to  perfection  as  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  has  admonished  us.

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TAKE  A  HINT

SCORCH  marks  can  usually  be  removed 
if  they  are  wetted  thoroughly  and  soap  is 
rubbed  in  well.  After  drying  in  the  sun, 
sponge  and  repeat  until  the  scorch  mark 
has  faded  completely. 

ICE  will  keep  longer  if  you  lay  a  piece 
of  gauze  or  muslin  drum  fashion  on  a 
bowl  and  stand  ice  on  the  fabric.  The 
water  will  thus  drip  through  into  the  bowl. 
Cover  with  a  large  bowl  and  a  blanket  or 
newspaper. 

SOAK  TENNIS  socks  and  white  shirts 
in  warm  water  to  which  a  dessertspoon  of 
bicarbonate  of  soda  has  been  added  before 
washing.  This  helps  remove  those  very 
stubborn  stains  on  the  soles  of  socks  as 
well  as  perspiration  stains. 

RUB  mildew  on  clothes  with  small 
pieces  of  soap  mixed  with  salt  before 
washing  in  the  usual  way. 

SOAK  tiny  sponges  in  vinegar  for 
several  hours  and  rinse  in  cold  water  after- 
wards. It  gives  them  a  new  lease  of  life 
and  a  new  freshness  which  will  surprise 
you. 

STAINS  on  china  can  be  removed  by 
rubbing  well  with  a  damp  cloth  dipped  in 
kitchen  salt. 

DO  YOU  WANT  LONGER  LIFE  for 
your   bed-linen?     Few  housewives  escape 


that  feeling  of  annoyance  when,  after 
several  years,  all  the  sheets  seem  to  "go" 
at  once — and  all  at  one  end,  leaving 
months  of  hard  wear  left  in  the  other. 

Here  is  a  seven  point  plan  that  will 
guarantee  even  wear  and  definitely  pro- 
long the  life  of  your  bed-linen.  Check  and 
see  whether  you  are  getting  the  most  out 
of  your  sheets. 

(1)  Before  stripping  the  bed,  loosen  the 
sheets  side  and  bottom  to  avoid  needless 
strain. 

(2)  Never  use  a  sheet  to  tie  up  your  dirty 
washing— the  knots  and  the  weight  will 
subject  it  to  more  wear  than  several 
months  on  a  bed. 

(3)  Mend  all  tears  and  remove  stains 
before  washing. 

(4)  Wash  sheets  as  soon  as  possible  after 
removing  from  the  beds — soiled  sheets 
deteriorate  rapidly. 

(5)  Never  dry  sheets  in  a  strong  breeze 
— the  more  they  flap,  the  greater  the  wear. 

(6)  Never  press  folds  in  the  sheets  when 
ironing. 

(7)  Never  tuck  in  the  same  end  twice 
running — alternate,  so  that  wear  is  dis- 
tributed as  evenly  as  possible  over  the 
entire  sheet.
